STOPSLEY Primary School’s 
new £1.3million expansion was 
officially opened on Friday by 
Mayor Mohammed Farooq. 

The project was opened in 
front of parents, the builders 
who made it happen and 
distinguished guests, including 
90-year-old Dennis Hawkins, 
the school’s oldest surviving 
pupil. 

In opening the building the 
Mayor said: “This school has 
existed for a very long time, and 
many of the parents who are 
here today attended this school 
when they were children. 

“Pupils and teachers now have 
a school building that they can 
enjoy and be proud of and I’m 
sure the school will continue to 
be right at the heart of the com¬ 
munity for many years to come.” 

The ceremony featured the 
whole school singing the 
Commonwealth song ‘Sing’ and 
year six pupils showing people 
around the new building. 

On the opening ceremony, the 
school’s headteacher, Mrs Kim 
Hall, said: “The opening

ceremony went, really well. 

“We had more parents turn up 
than we expected and also had 
prominent local figures attend 
such as the Mayor who 
performed the official opening.” 

The expansion has seen the 
school’s three buildings com¬ 
bine, giving Stopsley Primary a 
new centre. 

Mrs Hall added: “It’s definitely 
been the biggest expansion in 
the school’s history. 

“We have linked three of our 
buildings together, joining the 


Edwardian school building, 
the Victorian dining hall and 
another building built around 
the Second World War. 

“It has given the children one 
complete school with a heart to 
it, along with a main entrance. It 
is somewhere where they can be 
proud to learn.” 

It has also given the school the 
possibility to grow, and with 
four new classrooms added to 
the premises this is exactly what 
they plan to do. 

Mrs Hall added: “With the 
addition of the new classrooms 
as a result of the expansion, we 
are going to go from two to three 
forms, meaning we will expand 
from our current number of 
pupils of 428 up to around 620.” 

However, despite the school’s 
dramatic change, care was 
taken to make sure the original 
feel of the school was not 
changed. 

Mrs Hall added: “It is 
important to note that while the 
school has expanded, it was 
important to maintain the 
village feel of the school, with 
the old buildings, which we feel 
the expansion has done as well.”

“Her parents keep trying to coax her 
out and occasionally the public catch 
a glimpse of her, but she pops her 
head out and soon hides away again.” 

The species is graded as Vulnerable 
by the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature, with only 
around 10,000 left in the world.

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Rare Vauxhall built in 
Luton fetches £242k!

A RARE Luton-built Vauxhall E Type 
30-98 fetched £242,300 when it was 
auctioned by Bonhams. 

The car, which was built in 1920, 
was originally expected to fetch 
£150,000-£180,000 by the auction¬ 
eers, but its estimate was far exceed¬ 
ed when it was sold. 

The car left the shop in Luton on July 
14,1920 and only around 30 examples 
of the model are believed to be in 
existence. 

Featuring a 4.5-litre engine, this 
sports tourer was a favourite among 
speed hill climbers and endurance 
triallers. 

A Bonhams spokesman said: 
“Although the complete history of 
this car is not known, it was first reg¬ 
istered in Westmorland (now 
Cumbria) and it is believed in its early 
days it was owned by the Lings family 
of Bollington in Cheshire. 

“At a later date, believed to be 
around 1930, the car passed into the 
ownership of a Mr Jeffreys, remaining 
in regular use. 

“The car later served King and 
Country in World War II, after being 
requisitioned for service with the 
Home Guard.” 


In 1952, the car was bought for £115 
by Ian Ferguson Esq., who soon 
passed the car into the possession of 
his brother, Murray, in whose hands it 
remained until the sale. 

The car last underwent significant 
changes in around 1980, when its age 
meant it required a full restoration. 

It was originally planned just to be a 
full mechanical restoration, but 
minor cosmetic changes were also 
made. 

A Bonhams spokesperson said: 
“This work was entrusted to Vauxhall 


30-98 specialist Arthur Archer of 
Dunmow and at the same time cos¬ 
metic condition was addressed. 

“It was decided to paint the alu¬ 
minium coachwork to protect the 
original metal from the ravages of the 
Norfolk coastal climate, the car being 
re-finished in traditional Vauxhall 
maroon and black livery and reuphol¬ 
stered in black leather. 

“Since then the car has had only 
occasional outings and has scarcely 
travelled beyond the Norfolk county 
boundaries.”

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Airport evacuated 
over security alert

A SUSPICIOUS package 
which led to an evacuation at 
Luton Airport on Monday 
contained a number of 
‘power sources and several 
electronic cables’, according 
to officials. 

More than 1,500 passengers 
were evacuated from the air¬ 
port after an unaccounted 
item was found in a passen¬ 
ger’s hand luggage. 

Flights were diverted from 
Luton to other airports 
around the country. 

There was also chaos on the 
roads as routes to the airport 
from the Ml were closed. 

The military Explosive 
Ordnance Detection Unit 
carried out a controlled 
explosion on the item later in 
the afternoon. 

A Bedfordshire Police 
spokesman said: “The item 
destroyed, although deemed 
suspicious, did not present a 
wider danger.” 

A spokesman for Luton 
Airport said: “The item, 
which was rectangular in 
shape and displayed a large 
amount of organic mass, 
power sources and several 
electronic cables, was effec¬ 
tively neutralised and taken 
away by Bedfordshire Police 


for further examination. 

“London Luton Airport 
would like to thank passen¬ 
gers for their patience and 
cooperation and remind the 
travelling public to remain 
vigilant and aware in this 
time of heightened security.” 

Insp Dave Ford, of the 
Airport Policing Unit, said 
that despite the inconven¬ 
ience, all passengers 
remained calm and under¬ 
standing of the situation. 

He went on to say: “The situ¬ 
ation came about because of 
the combination of suspi¬ 


cious items in the hand lug¬ 
gage, an inadequate explana¬ 
tion and the fact that the pas¬ 
senger who owned the bag 
also told officers he had left it 
unattended. 

“I’m pleased to say security 
procedures worked as they 
should have done. Passengers 
were very cooperative and 
the large number of people in 
the airport at the time were 
evacuated smoothly. 

“In fact, some approached 
officers to say they were 
grateful for the way it had 
been dealt with.”

Kevin Midgley, Ground 
Transport Manager at the 
Airport said: “The contract 
for the buses is worth £lm 
over five years and demon¬ 
strates a considerable invest¬ 
ment by London Luton 
Airport into upgrading its 
passenger experience.”

NEWLY released figures put 
Luton Town at the top of the 
table in League Two for fans 
currently serving banning 
orders. 

The Hatters currently have 
27 fans who have been issued 
banning orders, according to 
official figures from the 
Home Office. 

The number currently serv¬ 
ing bans was accurate as of 
September 3, 2014. 

Eleven of those Luton fans 


currently banned from foot¬ 
ball stadiums were issued 
with the order over the last 12 
months, handed out between 
September 21, 2013 and 

September 2, 2014. 

In addition, 14 Luton Town 
fans were arrested over the 
course of last season, two at 
home games and 12 away. 

Lour fans were arrested for 
public disorder, with another 
four arrested for alcohol 
offences. 

Three were arrested for 
missile throwing, two for vio¬ 
lent disorder and one arrest 


was made for a pitch 
incursion. 

Local rivals Watford fare 
better than Luton, with four 
fans currently banned and 
only one of those being issued 
over the last 12 months. 

Cambridge United, last sea¬ 
son’s Conference promotion 
rivals, currently have one fan 
banned who was handed the 
order in the last 12 months. 

Milton Keynes Dons cur¬ 
rently have one fan banned, 
with no new bans being 
issued over the last 12 
months.

Pedestrian scheme 
ill take 30 weeks

AN AREA outside Luton train 
station is to be pedestri¬ 
anised as the final phase of 
the £24million Town Centre 
Transport Scheme. 

The 30-week programme 
will see granite surfaces 
installed on Guildford Street 
and Bute Street and is due to 
start tomorrow, Monday 
September 15. 

They will be pedestrianised, 
becoming ‘shared open spac¬ 
es,’ with vehicle access limit¬ 
ed to 6pm-10pm, but only for 
loading purposes. 

Besides enhancing the busy 
pedestrian route, the aim is to 
help local retail businesses 
and to encourage growth. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, Portfolio 
Holder for Environment, said: 
“This impressive scheme 
marks another exciting 
moment in the regeneration 
of Luton town centre. 

“The finish will be the same 
quality granite as has greatly 
enhanced Town Hall Square 
and St George’s Square, with 
the whole area made safer 
and more attractive for 
pedestrians, shoppers and 
other business users.”

the permanent closure of 
Guildford Street, from the 
former Strathmore Hotel 
entrance to the junction of 
Bute Street, and from that 
junction up Bute Street to The 
Hat Factory. 

It may also be necessary to 
close Bute Street outside the 
JobCentre, and if this is the 
case, bus-only Library Road 
will be made available to 
reduce disruption for busi¬ 
nesses in the area requiring 
deliveries. 

Access to businesses will be 


maintained at all times, 
though sometimes through 
temporary surfaces. 

Cllr Taylor added: 
“Businesses are being kept 
closely informed of the works 
programme and the council 
will be working hard to 
minimise disruption with an 
engineer on hand to help with 
any issues throughout.”

The nightmare 
of independence 


A S I slept I dreamed a 
dream. I dreamed and 
saw many men and 
women clothed in 
rags. It is the year 2054, exactly 
40 years since the world started 
to unravel, or at least the part in 
which I live. That fateful day it 
all began was September 18, 
2014, when Scotland voted for 
independence. 

At the time I was not over 
concerned and even had 
some sympathy. If only we 
could get rid of the Tories 
and the Monarchy for good 
so easily! Anyway would we 
not still be interdependent? 
But I had not counted on all 
the repercussions. 

First it gave even more vent 
to the anti-Europeans. 
England for the English was 
the cry. At last an English 
Parliament where we could 
control our own costs and 
our own borders. Well we got 
that. Straight after the yes 
vote, Ireland asked that the 
Republic and Northern 
Ireland be united. 

An old Northern Irish 
republican once told me that 
instead of fighting they 
should just be patient. ‘We 
breed faster than the 
Proddies’, he said, ‘so we just 
need to wait, then we’ll out¬ 
number them and we can 
vote to join the Republic.’ 
They did and they have. 

There is still a small enclave 
in east Belfast where the 


Union Jack is flown. There’s 
irony for you. 

And where Scotland and 
Northern Ireland went, 

Wales was sure to follow. Of 
course this has led to similar 
unrest in Spain and Italy but 
their problems are not ours. 
So we really are little 
England full of little 
Englanders. 

And we did not even have to 
vote to leave the EU. 

With no power and ever 
growing debt we were just 
cast aside, a small territory 
on a small island, with one 
fifth living in luxury we can¬ 
not afford and the other four 
fifths in poverty we cannot 
alleviate. Our borders are not 
a problem because no-one 
wants to come here. The NHS 
and benefits system disap¬ 
peared long ago, as did most 
of the decent jobs as the big 
companies relocated inside 
the EU. Most skilled people 
leave as soon as they are able 
and the main campuses for 
the Oxford and Cambridge 
colleges are now in 


Heidelberg and Salamanca. 

The best jobs are in service 
to the aristocracy, as the 
security and safety is better 
inside gated communities. 

London had a referendum 
on whether to become a ‘city- 
state’, which was carried 
overwhelmingly, and it was 
subsequently allowed to 
rejoin the EU. 

We are currently voting on 
a new capital, with 
Winchester or Bath favourite, 
although Clacton is getting 
strong support from the 
Conservative-EIP alliance. 

Depending on the vote, the 
Cornish National Liberation 
Army may resume its insur¬ 
gency for independence and 
the Cheviot militia is already 
asking to join Scotland. 

Finally, after 600 years of 
trying, Germany is the domi¬ 
nant power in Europe. Their 
drones even drop us food 
parcels every week. 

Then I awoke and realised 
it was all just a hideous 
nightmare. None of it could 
ever happen. Could it?

AN EARLY morning raid on 
flats in Luton resulted in 
four men being arrested this 
week. 

The raid took place on two 
flats in Burr Court, High 
Town Road at 9am on 
Wednesday after concerns 
were raised by members of 
the public to the police.

“With the information and 
evidence provided we have 
been able to apply and carry 
out a closure notice under 
section 1 of the Anti-Social 
Behaviour Act, which was 
granted by Magistrates this 
morning, and means the 
premises will now be closed 
to all people for a period of 
three months.”

JUST like negotiating a mini 
roundabout or anticipating 
the changing lights, 
swerving round that 
pothole becomes part of the 
daily commute. 

And as motorists know, 
the roads of Central 
Bedfordshire can become 
somewhat of a gauntlet. 

But Central Bedfordshire 
Council has a new ally in its 
quest to repair the county’s 
most threadbare highways. 

The Velocity Patcher is the 
latest bit of kit to hit our 
streets, and I joined the 
team to witness the 
machine in action. The 
filling-in process is very 
simple: a nozzle, attached 
to the lorry, blows debris 
from the hole using a high- 
powered air stream. 

A cool bitumen mixture is 
then blasted into the 
crevice to seal the pit. 

In the final stage, another 
solution is sprayed across 
the surface to ensure an 
even, level finish. 

On this Central Beds back 
road, the job was finished in 
a matter of minutes. 

“The Velocity Patcher is 
very different to any tech¬ 
nique we’ve used before, 
because we don’t have to 



close the road - which costs 
the council up to £1,000,” 
explains Martin Freeman, 
customer service manager 
at Central Bedfordshire 
Highways. 

Indeed, the lorry is able to 
pull to the verge right away 
to let a van driver past, who 
has only had to wait as long 
as it has taken him to eat 
half of his bacon sandwich. 

“In the past, it might have 


taken a team a whole day to 
fix this small section,” 
Martin adds. 

In fact the speedy tech¬ 
nique has helped the team 
fix more than 1,200 potholes 
in the county. The method is 
more eco-friendly too, as 
material doesn’t need to be 
heated before it is used. 

The machine can mend up 
to 150 potholes per day, and 
will be serving the area over

“WE ARE not just going through the 
motions.

Bruce Foxton, former bass player 
with legendary pop band The Jam is 
talking passionately about his 
current group From The Jam. 

As the name implies this trio is a 
tribute - if that’s the right word - to 
The Jam who he fronted with Paul 
Weller, in the late 70s and early 80s. 

They enjoyed a succession of hits 
including ‘Going Underground’, 
‘Down In The Tube Station At 
Midnight’, ‘That’s Entertainment’ 
and ‘Town Called Malice’. 

Bruce says: “I am very proud to be 
up there and still able to play those 
songs and give it as much energy and 
professionalism as we did all those 
years ago. 

“We are doing the songs justice, we 
are not just going through the 
motions. Those songs still really 
excite me, that’s why I move around 
the stage like an idiot! 

“If the band feel that like and the 
audience do to, then that is the 
perfect combination.” 

From The Jam have played to 
packed and enthusiastic audiences 
around the country and will shortly 
bring their Setting Sons show to 
Luton. They will play The Jam’s 
entire Setting Sons album which 
was released in 1979 and features 
their first Top 10 single Eton Rifles. 
The set will also include a selection 
of other hits. 


“The songs do sound contempo¬ 
rary still, almost as fresh as the day 
they were recorded,’ says Bruce, 59. 

“That is a compliment to the 
quality of the song writing and the 
playing I suppose. Sounds a bit con¬ 
ceited that but I’ve said it anyway!” 

After The Jam split in 1982 Paul 
Weller went on to success with The 
Style Council and as a solo artist 


while Bruce played with punk group 
Stiff Little Fingers. He appeared on 
Weller’s Wake Up The Nation album 
in 2010 and Weller guested on 
Foxton’s Back In The Room album 
two years later. 

So the question is will it ever go 
further and lead to a full reunion of 
The Jam. Apparently not. 

“A full blown Jam reunion is not 


going to happen,” says Bruce. 

“I think Rick (Buckler, The Jam’s 
original drummer) has hung up his 
sticks now and I’m happy with what 
I’m doing and Paul’s happy with 
what he is doing.” 

Bruce is planning a new solo album 
in 2015 and says it is possible Weller 
could appear on that and ‘maybe at 
some point I’ll get to play on one of 


his albums or singles’. 

In the meantime you can enjoy 
Bruce Foxton, along with lead singer 
Russell Hastings and drummer 
Steve ‘Smiley’ Barnard, reviving the 
sounds of The Jam at the UK Centre 
for Carnival Arts on September 26.

Kidman shines in thriller

Before I Go To Sleep (15) 

Out now

IF YOU put the cliched thriller 
antics aside, Before I Go To Sleep 
still manages to be a fast-paced and 
stylish, but only just. 

The last time Nicole Kidman made 
the news for one of her films, critics 
ripped into her performance in 
Grace of Monaco - a role the Aussie 
no doubt wants to put behind her. 

Fortunately for Kidman this lively 
thriller provides the perfect setting 
for her to shine and remind us just 
how good of an actress she is. 
Kidman plays Christine, a middle- 


aged woman who wakes up every 
morning with no memory of her life 
from before. Unable to recognise her 
husband or even her own reflection, 
she struggles to start every day with 
a recap from her deadpan husband. 
Patiently he explains she was in an 
accident, has amnesia and tonight 
she will forget everything. 

A strange phone call from her 
shrink, a secret video diary and the 
revelation that she was actually the 
victim of a brutal attack sends 
Christine into a spiral of paranoia as 
she fights to remember who to trust. 

It’s thrilling in itself to see just how 
far the director can push the story 
and while he comes close to tipping 
us over into psycho-nonsense, he 
pulls it back just in the nick of time. 

The film is helped along by the 


three central performances: Kidman 
as Christine, Colin Firth as her hus¬ 
band Ben, and Mark Strong as Nasch. 

Kidman swings from confused and 
vulnerable to fearful and paranoid 
with ease as her character’s story 
unfolds. Firth is able to apply his 
charm in a darker setting, and Strong 
is nothing short of unpredictable. 

So it’s a shame that the use of shaky 
camera footage, which aims to be 
creative, comes off as cheap and a 
little nauseating. While Kidman’s 
anxious video diaries with manic 
whispering and shaky footage are 
enthralling at first, it gets old fast. 

The story twists and turns often 
enough to keep you guessing, but not 
quite enough to put you on the edge 
of your seat. 

Rating: 3/5

MARK Cullen earned Luton Town their first 
win at Kenilworth Road since returning to the 
Football League with the only goal in a tight 
encounter against Cheltenham Town.

A second almost followed in quick time when 
Luke Guttridge took the ball on after a quick 
throw but his effort was headed behind for a 
corner. 

Cheltenham threatened occasionally in the 
first half, with John Marquis’ close range shot 
blocked by Steve McNulty. 

Visiting skipper Matt Taylor was cautioned for 


bringing down Pelly Ruddock Mpanzu, before 
the Robins broke away and Craig Braham- 
Barrett fired wide of the mark from distance. 

Cheltenham were close once more when 
Braham-Barrett found some space on the left 
flank and his dangerous cross was only just 
knocked past his own post by McNulty.
